SUMMARY  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  STATE,    ITS  STANDARD 
METROPOLITAN  AREAS,    AND  COUNTIES 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,-  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  Important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  1947  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  StateB  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954-  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduetion  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  194-7,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  -aetropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC -149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

These  plants  account  for  approximately  8  percent  of  em- 
ployment in  Major  Industry  Group  20,  "Food  and  Kindred  Products,"  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  impor- 
tance of  these  establishments  for  individual  States. 

31954  Census  totals  for  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  are  not_strictly  comparable  with  1947  data.  In  1947,  Logging  Camps 
and  Contractors  (Industry  2411)  were  not  included  in  the  Census;  in  addition,  only  Sawmills  and  Planing  Mills  (Industry  2421)  that  produced  more  than 
200,000  board  feet  of  lumber  were  included.  In  1954,  on  the  other  hand,  all  such  loggers  and  sawmills  were  included  in  the  Census.  It  is  estimated 
that,  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  all  loggers  plus  those  mills  producing  less  than  200,000  board  feet  account  for  approximately  13  percent  of 
total  employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  importance  of  these  loggers  and 
small  mills  for  individual  States. 

^Includes  privately  owned  and/or  operated  establishments  classified  in  Major  Industry  Group  19,  "Ordnance  and  Accessories."  (Establishments  which 
are  both  owned  and  operated  by  the  government  axe  excluded  from  manufacturing  industries  as  defined  by  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification. )

No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  importance  of  these  loggers  and 
small  mills  for  individual  States.

SUMMARY  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  STATE,  ITS  STANDARD 
METROPOLITAN  AREAS,    AND  COUNTIES 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954-  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  194-7  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  vas  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  f or  ■•etropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  ,Xor  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

2The  1954  figures  include  establishments  engaged  in  the  processing  and  distribution  of  fluid  miUc  and  cream.  For  1947,  this  type  of  establishment 
was  not  classified  as  manufacturing  and,  therefore,  was  not  included  in  the  Census  figures.  These  plants  account  for  approximately  8  percent  of 
employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  20,  "Food  and  Kindred  Products,"  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  im- 
portance of  these  establishments  for  individual  States. 

31954  Census  totals  for  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  are  not  strictly  comparable  with  1947  data.  In  1947,  Logging  Camps  and 
Contractors  (Industry  2411)  were  not  included  in  the  Census;  in  addition,  only  Sawmills  and  Planing  Mills  (Industry  2421)  that  produced  more  than 
200,000  board  feet  of  lumber  were  included.  In  1954,  on  the  other  hand,  all  such  loggers  and  sawnills  were  included  in  the  Census.  It  is  estimated 
that,  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  all  loggers  plus  those  mills  producing  less  than  200,000  board  feet  account  for  approximately  13  percent  of 
total  employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  importance  of  these  loggers  and 
small  mills  for  individual  States.

SUMMARY  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  STATE,    ITS  STANDARD 
METROPOLITAN  AREAS,    AND  COUNTIES 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  1947  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  Is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, uni on  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  Is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  oxate  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  f or  «etropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-L49,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

1In  addition  to  the  employment  and  payroll  totals  shown  in  the  table  for  operating  manufacturing  establishments,  manufacturing  concerns  often  re- 
ported separately  for  central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units  (e.g.,  storage  warehouses,  power  plants,  research  laboratories,  garages,  and 
repair  shops)  which  serve  the  manufacturing  establishments  of  a  company,  rather  than  the  general  public.  Separate  reports  of  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  obtained  if  at  a  different  general  location  from  the  establishment  served  or  if  they  service  more  than  one  manufacturing  establish- 
ment. In  1954,  such  central  administrative  offices  and  auxiliary  units  of  manufacturers  in  the  State  of  Arkansas  reported  805  employees  with  a  total 
payroll  of  $3,820  thousand.  Comparable  data  for  1947  are  not  available. 

2The  1954  figures  include  establishments  engaged  in  the  processing  and  distribution  of  fluid  milk  and  cream.  For  1947,  this  type  of  establishment 
was  not  classified  as  manufacturing  and,  therefore,  was  not  included  in  the  Census  figures.  These  plants  account  for  approximately  8  percen+  of 
employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  20,  "Food  and  Kindred  Products,"  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the 
importance  of  these  establishments  for  individual  States. 

31954  Census  totals  for  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  are  not  strictly  comparable  with  1947  data.  In  1947,  Logging  Camps 
and  Contractors  (industry  2411)  were  not  included  in  the  Census;  in  addition,  only  Sawmills  and  Planing  Mills  (Industry  2421)  that  produced  more 
than  200,000  board  feet  of  lumber  were  Included.  In  1954,  on  the  other  hand,  all  such  loggers  and  sawmills  were  included  in  the  Census.  It  is 
estimated  that,  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  all  loggers  plus  those  mills  producing  less  than  200,000  board  feet  account  for  approximately  13 
percent  of  total  employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  importance  of  these 
loggers  and  small  mills  for  individual  States. 

^Includes  privately  owned  and/or  operated  establishments  classified  in  Major  Industry  Group  19,  "Ordnance  and  Accessories."  (Establishments 
which  are  both  owned  and  operated  by  the  government  are  excluded  from  manufacturing  industries  as  defined  by  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification.

SUMMARY  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  STATE,    ITS  STANDARD 
METROPOLITAN  AREAS,    AND  COUNTIES 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  1947  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  -aetropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

In  1947,  Logging  Camps 
and  Contractors  (Industry  2411)  were  not  included  in  the  Census;  in  addition,  only  Sawmills  and  Planing  Mills  (Industry  2421)  that  produced  more  than 
200,000  board  feet  of  lumber  were  included.  In  1954,  on  the  other  hand,  all  such  Loggers  and  sawmills  were  included  in  the  Census.  It  is  estimated 
that,  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  all  loggers  plus  those  mills  producing  less  than  200,000  board  feet  account  for  approximately  13  percent  of 
total  employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  Importance  of  these  loggers  and 
small  mills  for  individual  States.

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  1947  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  In  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  «etropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States . 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954-  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture:  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  1947  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . —A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  Is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number.— This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  'measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  Industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  Industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  -afcetropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States . 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

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SUMMARY  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  STATE,    ITS  STANDARD 
METROPOLITAN  AREA,   AND  COUNTIES 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954-  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  4-0,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  1947  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the "  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present • legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  Includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  In  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used . )  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.

No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809,  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  metropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

In  1947,  Logging  Camps 
and  Contractors  (Industry  2411)  were  not  included  In  the  Census;  in  addition,  only  Sawmills  and  Planing  Mills  (Industry  2421)  that  produced  more 
than  200,000  board  feet  of  lumber  were  included.  In  1954,  on  the  other  hand,  all  such  loggers  and  sawmills  were  included  in  the  Census.  It  is 
estimated  that,  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  all  loggers  plus  those  mills  producing  less  than  200,000  board  feet  account  for  approximately  13 
percent  of  total  employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  importance  of  these 
loggers  and  small  mills  for  individual  States.

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954-  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  4-0,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  194-7  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  194-7  and  1954-. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  194-7  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  194-7  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954-  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

E s tab li shment s . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  Item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954-  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  194-7,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis^  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  -aetropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A.  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

SUMMARY    STATISTICS    FOR    THE    STATE    AND    ITS    COUNTIES 


This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954-  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  1947  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809,  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used. )  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  nil  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manuf acture . — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which, though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis^  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  metropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series ^MC-101  through  MC-K9,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954-  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used. )  For  194-7,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  Industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  -Metropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.

SUMMARY  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  STATE,   ITS  STANDARD 
METROPOLITAN  AREAS,    AND  COUNTIES 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  1947  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954-  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  n-n-mini  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used. )  For  194-7,  an"  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  -it  Is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  Industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (Including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  -aetropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States.  y 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  Mey  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-L49,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

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SUMMARY  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  STATE,  ITS  STANDARD 
METROPOLITAN  AREAS,  AND  COUNTIES 


This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census'/  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954-  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  1947  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

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2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954-  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  -metropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States.

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

1In  addition  to  the  employment  and  payroll  totals  shown  in  the  table  for  operating  manufacturing  establishments,  manufacturing  concerns  often 
reported  separately  for  central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units  (e.g.,  storage  warehouses,  power  plants,  research  laboratories,  garages,  and 
repair  shops)  which  serve  the  manufacturing  establishments  of  a  company,  rather  than  the  general  public.  Separate  reports  of  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  obtained  if  at  a  different  general  location  from  the  establishment  served  or  if  they  service  more  than  one  manufacturing  establish- 
ment.  In  1954,  such  central  administrative  offices  and  auxiliary  units  of  manufacturers  in  the  State  of  Iowa  reported  1,249  employees  with  a  total 
payroll  of  $5,167  thousand.  Comparable  data  for  1947  are  not  available. 

2The  1954-  figures  include  establishments  engaged  in  the  processing  and  distribution  of  fluid  milk  and  cream.  For  1947,  this  type  of  establishment 
was  not  classified  as  manufacturing  and,  therefore,  was  not  included  in  the  Census  figures.  These  plants  account  for  approximately  8  percent  of 
employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  20,  "Food  and  Kindred  Products,"  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  im- 
portance of  these  establishments  for  individual  States. 

31954  Census  totals  for  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  are  not  strictly  comparable  with  1947  data.   In  1947,  Logging  Camps 
and  Contractors  (Industry  2411)  were  not  included  in  the  Census;  in  addition,  only  Sawmills  and  Planing  Mills  (Industry  2421)  that  produced  more  than 
200,000  board  feet  of  lumber  were  included.   In  1954,  on  the  other  hand,  all  such  loggers  and  sawmills  were  included  in  the  Census.   It  is  estimated 
that,  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  all  loggers  plus  those  mills  producing  less  than  200,000  board  feet  account  for  approximately  13  percent  of 
total  employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  importance  of  these  loggers  and 
small  mills  for  individual  States. 

^ Includes  privately  owned  and/or  operated  establishments  classified  in  Major  Industry  Group  19,  "Ordnance  and  Accessories."  (Establishments  which 
are  both  owned  and  operated  by  the  government  are  excluded  from  manufacturing  industries  as  defined  by  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification.

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  4-0,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  1947  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checMng  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  amoiig  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which, though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  f or  metropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States.

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

In  1947,  Logging  Camps 
and  Contractors  (Industry  2411)  were  not  included  in  the  Census;  in  addition,  only  Sawmills  and  Planing  Mills  (Industry  2421)  that  produced  more 
than  200,000  board  feet  of  lumber  were  included.  In  1954,  on  the  other  hand,  all  such  loggers  and  sawmills  were  Included  in  the  Census.  It  is 
estimated  that,  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,,  all  loggers  plus  those  mills  producing  less  than  200,000  board  feet  account  for  approximately  13 
percent  of  total  employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  importance  of  these 
loggers  and  small  mills  for  individual  States. 

Includes  privately  owned  and/or  operated  establishments  classified  in  Major  Industry  Group  19,  "Ordnance  and  Accessories."   (Establishments 
which  are  both  owned  and  operated  by  the  government  are  excluded  from  manufacturing  industries  as  defined  by  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification.

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  1947  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  mid  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954-  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

E s tab li shment s . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954-  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  «etropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States.

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  1947  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954, 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  mmiini  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments .  — -A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  jost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  -aetropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States.

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  tne  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  1947  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States 
since  1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail, 
and  Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii. 
Separate  Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954-  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In  addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS . —"Establishments . "  A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally 
defined  ?.s  a  single  physi6al  location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a 
factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each  report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical 
location  where  the  industrial  activity  is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a 
summary  of  reports  for  individual  "establishments,"  rather  than  "companies."  »An  establishment  is 
not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business  concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more 
establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from  organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or 
divisions  within  an  establishment. 

"All  employees,  number."  This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force- 
account  construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
The  1954-  figures  are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended 
nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average 
employment  derived  from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  194-7,  an  average  based  on  the 
mid-month  employment  of  12  months  was  used. 

"Payroll."  Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  group 
insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

"Value  added  by  manufacture."  This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of 
materials,  etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic 
area.  It  avoids,  therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use 
of  products  of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  avail- 
able for  comparing  the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geo- 
graphic areas.  "Value  of  shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all 
products  made  in  the  manufacturing  establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for 
repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations  of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it 
excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in  the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.," 
used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials,  supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract 
work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in  the  same  condition. 

"Capital  expenditures,  new."  This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufac- 
turing plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equip- 
ment; and  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded 
from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired 
from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS.— "Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and 
social  units  with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city 
(50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England) 
consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized 
counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in  character,  contribute 
significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal 
Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.  Because  New  England 
standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these  advance  State  reports 
(tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  Census  "State  economic  areas,."  which  are 
whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas  in  these  States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM.— Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the 
District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release  during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956. 
More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the  final  State  Census  Bulletins  MC-101 
through  MC-149  Series,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late  this  year  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance  reports  are  now 
being  issued  for -each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final  industry 
bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

^1954  Census  totals  for  Major  Industry  Group  24  are  not  strictly  comparable  with  1947  data.   In  1947,  Logging  Camps  and  Contractors  (Industry 
2411)  were  not  included  in  the  Census;  in  addition,  only  Sawmills  and  Planing  Mills  (Industry  2421)  that  produced  more  than  200,000  board  feet  of 
lumber  were  included.  In  1954,  on  the  other  hand,  all  such  loggers  and  sawmills  were  included  in  the  Census.   It  is  estimated  that,  for  the  United 
States  as  a  whole,  all  loggers  plus  those  mills  producing  less  than  200,000  board  feet  account  for  approximately  13  percent  of  total  employment  in 
Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  products,"  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  importance  of  these  loggers  and  small  mills  for  individual 
States.

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SUMMARY  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  STATE,    ITS  STANDARD 
METROPOLITAN  AREAS,    AND  COUNTIES 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  194-7  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  194-7  and  1954- . 

All  1954-  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  194-7  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954-  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  194-7,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  -metropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States.  j 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-14-9,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

SUMMARY  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  STATE,    ITS  METROPOLITAN 
STATE  ECONOMIC  AREAS,   AND  COUNTIES 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954-  Census' of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954-  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  1947  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken).  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States 
since  1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail, 
and  Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii. 
Separate  Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  ,in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In  addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS. — "Establishments."  A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally 
defined  as  a  single  physical  location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a 
factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each  report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical 
location  where  the  industrial  activity  is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a 
summary  of  reports  for  individual  "establishments,"  rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is 
not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business  concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more 
establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from  organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or 
divisions  within  an  establishment. 

"All  employees,  number."  This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force- 
account  construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
The  1954  figures  are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended 
nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average 
employment  derived  from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the 
mid-month  employment  of  12  months  was  used. 

"Payroll."  Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  group 
insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

"Value  added  by  manufacture."  This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of 
materials,  etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic 
area.  It  avoids,  therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use 
of  products  of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  avail- 
able for  comparing  the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geo- 
graphic areas.  "Value  of  shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all 
products  made  in  the  manufacturing  establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for 
repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations  of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it 
excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in  the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.," 
used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials,  supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract 
work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in  the  same  condition. 

"Capital  expenditures,  new."  This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufac- 
turing plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equip- 
ment; and  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded 
from  the  new  expenditures  'total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired 
from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS .—" Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and 
social  units  with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city 
(50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England) 
consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized 
counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in  character,  contribute 
significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal 
Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.  Because  New  England 
standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these  advance  State  reports 
(tabulated  on  a  county  basics  only)  present  data  for  Census  "State  economic  areas,"  which  are 
whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas  in  these  States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM.— Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the 
District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release  during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956. 
More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the  final  State  Census  Bulletins  MC-101 
through  MC-149  Series,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late  this  year  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance  reports  are  now 
being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final  industry 
bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months'.

1In  addition  to  the  employment  and  payroll  totals  shown  above  for  operating  manufacturing  establishments ,   manufacturing  concerns  often  reported 
separately  for  central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units  (e.g.,  storage  warehouses,  power  plants,  research  laboratories,  garages,  and  repair 
shops),  which  serve  the  manufacturing  establishments  of  a  company,  rather  than  the  general  public.  Separate  reports  of  central  offices  and  auxiliaries 
were  obtained  if  at  a  different  general  location  from  the  establishment  served  or  if  they  service  more  than  one  manufacturing  establishment.  In  1954, 
such  central  administrative  offices  and  auxiliary  units  of  manufacturers  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts  reported  10,051  employees  with  a  total  payroll 
of  $54,876  thousand.  Comparable  data  for  1947  are  not  available. 

2The  1954  figures  include  establishments  engaged  in  the  processing  and  distribution  of  fluid  milk  and  cream.  For  1947,  this  type  of  establish- 
ment was  not  classified  as  manufacturing  and,  therefore,  was  not  included  in  the  Census  figures.  These  plants  account  for  approximately  8  percent  of 
employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  20,  "Food  and  Kindred  Products,"  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the 
importance  of  these  establishments  for  individual  States. 

31954  Census  totals  for  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  are  not  strictly  comparable  with  1947  data.  In  1947,  Logging  Camps 
and  Contractors  (Industry  2411)  were  not  included  in  the  Census;  in  addition,  only  Sawmills  and  Planing  Mills  (Industry  2421)  that  produced  more  than 
200,000  board  feet  of  lumber  were  included.  In  1954,  on  the  other  hand,  all  such  loggers  and  sawmills  were  included  in  the  Census.  It  is  estimated 
that,  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  all  loggers  plus  those  mills  producing  less  than  200,000  board  feet  account  for  approximately  13  percent  of 
total  employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  ProductsJ'  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  importance  of  these  loggers  and 
small  mills  for  individual  States. 

^Includes  privately  owned  and/or  operated  establishments  classified  in  Major  Industry  Group  19,  "Ordnance  and  Accessories."   (Establishments 
which  are  both  owned  and  operated  by  the  government  are  excluded  from  manufacturing  industries  as  defined  by  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification. )

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  4-0,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  194-7  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  194-7  and  1954-. 

All  1954-  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  194-7  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  194-7  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954-  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  194-7,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  -Metropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

JIn  addition  to  the  employment  and  payroll  totals  shown  in  the  table  for  operating  manufacturing  establishments,  manufacturing  concerns  often 
reported  separately  for  central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units  (e.g.,  storage  warehouses,  power  plants,  research  laboratories,  garages, 
and  repair  shops)  which  serve  the  manufacturing  establishments  of  a  company,  rather  than  the  general  public.  Separate  reports  of  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  obtained  if  at  a  different  general  location  from  the  establishment  served  or  if  they  service  more  than  one  manufacturing  establish- 
ment.

SUMMARY  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  STATE,    ITS  STANDARD 
METROPOLITAN  AREAS,    AND  COUNTIES 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954-  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  194-7  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  194-7  and  1954- . 

All  1954-  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  194-7  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  194-7  Census  totals.

2.  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  wnmwi  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  *etropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

METROPOLITAN  AREA,   AND  COUNTIES 


This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954-  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  4-0,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  1947  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken).  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  194-7  and  1954-. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  194-7  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  194-7  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  Is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  vas  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  n-nd  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  In  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  Includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  Is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  In  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures .  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  thoBe  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which, though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  metropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.-S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  Issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

1In  addition  to  the  employment  and  payroll  totals  shown  in  the  table  for  operating  manufacturing  establishments,  manufacturing  concerns  often  re- 
ported separately  for  central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units  (e.g.,  storage  warehouses,  power  plants,  research  laboratories,  garages,  and 
repair  shops)  which  serve  the  manufacturing  establishments  of  a  company,  rather  than  the  general  public.  Separate  reports  of  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  obtained  if  at  a  different  general  location  from  the  establishment  served  or  if  they  service  more  than  one  manufacturing  establish- 
ment. In  1954,  such  central  administrative  offices  and  auxiliary  units  of  manufacturers  in  the  State  of  Mississippi  reported  620  employees  with  a 
total  payroll  of  $3,696  thousand.  Comparable  data  for  1947  are  not  available. 

2The  1954  figures  include  establishments  engaged  in  the  processing  and  distribution  of  fluid  milk  and  cream.  For  1947,  this  type  of  establishment 
was  not  classified  as  manufacturing  and,  therefore,  was  not  included  in  the  Census  figures.  These  plants  account  for  approximately  8  percent  of 
employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  20,  "Food  and  Kindred  Products,"  for  the  united  States  as  a  whole  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  im- 
portance of  these  establishments  for  individual  States. 

31954  Census  totals  for  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  are  not  strictly  comparable  with  1947  data.  In  1947,  Logging  Camps 
and  Contractors  (Industry  2411)  were  not  included  in  the  Census;  in  addition,  only  Sawmills  and  Planing  Mills  (Industry  2421)  that  produced  more  than 
200,000  board  feet  of  lumber  were  included.  In  1954,  on  the  other  hand,  all  such  loggers  and  sawmills  were  included  in  the  Census.  It  is  estimated 
that,  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  all  loggers  plus  those  mills  producing  less  than  200,000  board  feet  account  for  approximately  13  percent  of 
total  employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  importance  of  these  loggers  and 
small  mills  for  individual  States. 

^Includes  privately  owned  and/or  operated  establishments  classified  in  Major  Industry  Group  19,  "Ordnance  and  Accessories."  (Establishments  which 
are  both  owned  and  operated  by  the  government  are  excluded  from  manufacturing  industries  as  defined  by  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification.)

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 


Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  194-7,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  f or -aetropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States.

These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  -metropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.

SUMMARY  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  STATE  AND  ITS  COUNTIES 


This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954-  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  19<47  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  194-7  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or-  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954-  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  cf  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954-  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  194-7,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget-  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  "Metropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  fiC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

Separate  reports  of  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  obtained  if  at  a  different  general  location  from  the  establishment  served  or  if  they  service  more  than  one  manufacturing  establish- 
ment.  In  1954,  such  central  administrative  offices  and  auxiliary  units  of  manufacturers  in  the  State  of  Montana  reported  100  to  250  employees  with  a 
total  payroll  of  $500  to  1,000  thousand.  Comparable  data  for  1947  are  not  available. 

2The  1954  figures  include  establishments  engaged  in  the  processing  and  distribution  of  fluid  milk  and  cream.   For  1947,  this  type  of  establishment 
was  not  classified  as  manufacturing  and,  therefore,  was  not  included  in  the  Census  figures.  These  plants  account  for  approximately  8  percent  of 
employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  20,  "Food  and  Kindred  Products,"  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole  in  1954.   No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  im- 
portance of  these  establishments  for  individual  States. 

31954  Census  totals  for  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  are  not  strictly  comparable  with  1947  data.  In  1947,  Logging  Camps 
and  Contractors  (Industry  2411)  were  not  included  in  the  Census;  in  addition,  only  Sawmills  and  Planing  Mills  (Industry  2421)  that  produced  more  than 
200,000  board  feet  of  lumber  were  included.  In  1954,  on  the  other  hand,  all  such  loggers  and  sawmills  were  included  in  the  Census.  It  is  estimated 
that,  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  all  loggers  plus  those  mills  producing  less  than  200,000  board  feet  account  for  approximately  13  percent  of 
total  employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  importance  of  these  loggers  and 
small  mills  for  individual  States.

METROPOLITAN  AREAS,  AND  COUNTIES 


This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954-  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  4-0,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  194-7  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  194-7  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  195-4  census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954-  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  Industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  In  the  Census  is  tabulated  In  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  Includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  Income  tax, group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  In  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  Installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Coat  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  «etropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States.  y 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletina,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

1In  addition  to  the  employment  and  payroll  totals  shown  in  the  table  for  operating  manufacturing  establishments,  manufacturing  concerns  often  re- 
ported separately  for  central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units  (e.g.,  storage  warehouses,  power  plants,  research  laboratories,  garages,  and 
repair  shops)  which  serve  the  manufacturing  establishments  of  a  company,  rather  than  the  general  public.  Separate  reports  of  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  obtained  if  at  a  different  general  location  from  the  establishment  served  or  if  they  service  more  than  one  manufacturing  establish- 
ment. In  1954,  such  central  administrative  offices  and  auxiliary  units  of  manufacturers  in  the  State  of  Nebraska  reported  3,294  employees  with  a 
total  payroll  of  $13,919  thousand.  Comparable  data  for  1947  are  not  available. 

2The  1954  figures  include  establishments  engaged  in  the  processing  and  distribution  of  fluid  milk  and  cream.  For  1947,  this  type  of  establishment 
was  not  classified  as  manufacturing  and,  therefore,  was  not  included  in  the  Census  figures.  These  plants  account  for  approximately  8  percent  of 
employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  20,  "Food  and  Kindred  Products,"  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  im- 
portance of  these  establishments  for  individual  States. 

31954  Census  totals  for  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  are  not  strictly  comparable  with  1947  data.  In  1947,  Logging  Camps 
and  Contractors  (Industry  2411)  were  not  included  in  the  Census;  in  addition,  only  Sawmills  and  Planing  Mills  (industry  2421)  that  produced  more  than 
200,000  board  feet  of  lumber  were  included.  In  1954,  on  the  other  hand,  all  such  loggers  and  sawmills  were  included  in  the  Census.  It  is  estimated 
that,  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  all  loggers  plus  those  mills  producing  less  than  200,000  board  feet  account  for  approximately  13  percent  of 
total  employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  importance  of  these  loggers  and 
small  mills  for  individual  States.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954-  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single-  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used. )  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 


"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809,  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  cdmmissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  In  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  Industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  laetropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  'whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-L49,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  Issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

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SUMMARY  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  STATE,  ITS  STANDARD 
METROPOLITAN  AREA,   AND  COUNTIES 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954-  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  1947  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  v  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabula  ted  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number, — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work,*  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  metropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  Tor  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954-  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present • legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  he  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  Includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954-  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  194-7,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  refold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  -aetropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States.

This  report  present's  preliminary  results  from  the  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
■expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  4-0,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  194-7  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  194-7  and  1954. 

All  1954-  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  194-7  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES , 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  Jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example ,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force^account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  Is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  itetropoiitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 

States.

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.

No  estimate  has  been  made  for  the  im- 
portance of  these  establishments  for  individual  States. 

31954  Census  totals  for  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  are  not  strictly  comparable  with  1947  data.  In  1947,  Logging  Camps 
and  Contractors  (Industry  2411)  were  not  included  in  the  Census;  in  addition,  only  Sawmills  and  Planing  Mills  (Industry  2421)  that  produced  more  than 
200,000  board  feet  of  lumber  were  included.  In  1954,  on  the  other  hand,  all  such  loggers  and  sawmills  were  included  in  the  Census.  It  is  estimated 
that,  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  all  loggers  plus  those  mills  producing  less  than  200,000  board  feet  account  for  approximately  13  percent  of 
total  employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  importance  of  these  loggers  and 
small  mills  for  individual  States. 

^Includes  privately  owned  and/or  operated  establishments  classified  in  Major  Industry  Group  19,  "Ordnance  and  Accessories."  (Establishments  which 
are  both  owned  and  operated  by  the  government  are  excluded  from  manufacturing  industries  as  defined  by  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification.)

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  included  are  1954  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  4-0,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  194-7  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

E s tab li shment s . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  oi  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  194-7,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  "measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  produces  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  -metropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States.  y 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

SUMMARY  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  STATE,    ITS  STANDARD 
METROPOLITAN  AREAS,    AND  COUNTIES 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954-  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  1947  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  In  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  Industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basiSj  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  aetropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States.

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

These  plants  account  for  approximately  8  percent  of 
employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  20,  "Food  and  Kindred  Products,"  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the 
importance  of  these  establishments  for  individual  States. 

31954  Census  totals  for  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  are  not  strictly  comparable  with  1947  data.  In  1947,  Logging  Camps 
and  Contractors  (Industry  2411)  were  not  included  in  the  Census;  in  addition,  only  Sawmills  and  Planing  Mills  (Industry  2421)  that  produced  more  than 
200,000  board  feet  of  lumber  were  included.  In  1954,  on  the  other  hand,  all  such  loggers  and  sawmills  were  included  in  the  Census.  It  is  estimated 
that,  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  all  loggers  plus  those  mills  producing  less  than  200,000  board  feet  account  for  approximately  13  percent  of 
total  employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  importance  of  these  loggers  and 
small  mills  for  individual  States.

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SUMMARY  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  STATE,    ITS  STANDARD 
METROPOLITAN  AREAS,    AND  COUNTIES 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  1947  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  It  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
.supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  Industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  netropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the-  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
fc>umm«ry  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

1In  addition  to  the  employment  and  payroll  totals  shown  in  the  table  for  operating  manufacturing  establishments,  manufacturing  concerns  often  re- 
ported separately  for  central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units  (e.g.  storage  warehouses,  power  plants,  research  laboratories,  garages,  and 
repair  shops)  which  serve  the  manufacturing  establishments  of  a  company,  rather  than  the  general  public.  Separate  reports  of  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  obtained  if  at  a  different  general  location  from  the  establishment  served  or  if  they  service  more  than  one  manufacturing  establish- 
ment.  In  195-4,  such  central  administrative  offices  and  auxiliary  units  of  manufacturers  in  the  State  of  Oklahomd  reported  9, -406  employees  with  a 
total  payroll  of  $55,725  thousand.  Comparable  data  for  1947  are  not  available. 

2The  1954  figures  include  establishments  engaged  in  the  processing  and  distribution  of  fluid  milk  and  cream.   For  1947,  this  type  of  establishment 
was  not  classified  as  manufacturing  and,  therefore,  was  not  included  in  the  Census  figures.  These  plants  account  for  approximately  8  percent  of 
employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  20,  "Food  and  Kindred  Products,"  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  import- 
ance of  these  establishments  for  individual  States. 

31954  Census  totals  for  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  are  not  strictly  comparable  with  1947  data.  In  1947,  Logging  Camps  and 
Contractors  (Industry  2411)  were  not  included  in  the  Census;  in  addition,  only  Sawmills  and  Planing  Mills  (Industry  2421)  that  produced  more  than 
200,000  board  feet  of  lumber  were  included.   In  1954,  on  the  other  hand,  all  such  loggers  and  sawmills  were  included  in  the  Census.   It  is  estimated 
that,  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  all  loggers  plus  those  mills  producing  less  than  200,000  board  feet  account  for  approximately  13  percent  of 
total  employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  in  1954.   No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  importance  of  these  loggers  and 
small  mills  for  individual  States. 

^Includes  privately  owned  and/or  operated  establishments  classified  in  Major  Industry  Group  19,  "Ordnance  and  Accessories."   (Establishments  which 
are  both  owned  and  operated  by  the  government  are  excluded  from  manufacturing  industries  as  defined  by  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification.)

SUMMARY  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  STATE,    ITS  STANDARD 
METROPOLITAN  AREA,    AND  COUNTIES 

Tiiis  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  4-0,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  1947  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or-  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups..  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954-  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures* every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

E s tab li shment s . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  194-7,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition!  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  -Metropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States.  y 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

In  1947,  Logging  Camps 
and  Contractors  (industry  2411)  were  not  included  in  the  Census;  in  addition,  only  Sawmills  and  Planing  Mi31s  (industry  2421)  that  produced  more  than 
200,000  board  feet  of  lumber  were  included.  In  1954,  on  the  other  hand,  all  such  loggers  and  sawmills  were  included  in  the  Census.  It  is  estimated 
that,  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  all  loggers  plus  those  mills  producing  less  than  200,000  board  feet  account  for  approximately  13  percent  of 
total  employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  importance  of  these  loggers  and 
small  mills  for  individual  States.

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce.,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are.  1954  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its, standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  1947  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954-. 

All  1954-  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  194-7  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  Is  the  twenty- sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809,  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  In  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954-  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  Importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  Includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  dally  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  -aetropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

1In  addition  to  the  employment  and  payroll  totals  shown  in  the  table  for  operating  manufacturing  establishments,  manufacturing  concerns  often  re- 
ported separately  for  central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units  (e.g.,  storage  warehouses,  power  plants,  research  laboratories,  garages,  and 
repair  shops),  which  serve  the  manufacturing  establishments  of  a  company  rather  than  the  general  public.  Separate  reports  of  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  obtained  if  at  a  different  general  location  from  the  establishment  served  or  if  they  service  more  than  one  manufacturing  establish- 
ment. In  1954,  such  central  administrative  offices  and  auxiliary  units  of  manufacturers  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  reported  53,420  employees  with 
a  total  payroll  of  $356,938  thousand.  Comparable  data  for  1947  are  not  available. 

2The  1954  figures  include  establishments  engaged  in  the  processing  and  distribution  of  fluid  milk  and  cream.  For  1947,  this  type  of  establishment 
was  not  classified  as  manufacturing  and,  therefore,  was  not  included  in  the  Census  figures.  These  plants  account  for  approximately  8  percent  of  em- 
ployment in  Major  Industry  Group  20,  "Food  and  Kindred  Products,"  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the 
importance  of  these  establishments  for  individual  States. 

31954  Census  totals  for  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  are  not  strictly  comparable  with  1947  data.  In  1947,  Logging  Camps 
and  Contractors  (Industry  2411)  were  not  included  in  the  Census;  in  addition,  only  Sawmills  and  Planing  Mills  (Industry  2421)  that  produced  more  than 
200,000  board  feet  of  lumber  were  included.  In  1954,  on  the  other  hand,  all  such  loggers  and  sawmills  were  included  in  the  Census.  It  is  estimated 
that,  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  all  loggers  plus  those  mills  producing  less  than  200,000  board  feet  account  for  approximately  13  percent  of 
total  employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  importance  of  these  loggers  and 
small  mills  for  individual  States. 

^Includes  privately  owned  and/or  operated  establishments  classified  in  Major  Industry  Group  19,  "Ordnance  and  Accessories."   (Establishments  which 
are  both  owned  and  operated  by  the  government  are  excluded  from  manufacturing  industries  as  defined  by  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification.)

SUMMARY  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  STATE,    ITS  METROPOLITAN  STATE 
ECONOMIC  AREAS,    AND  COUNTIES 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954-  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  4-0,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  194-7  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  194-7  and  1954- . 

All  1954-  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  194-7  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  194-7  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  Industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  metropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

It  is 
estimated  that,  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  all  loggers  plus  those  mills  producing  less  than  200,000  board  feet  account  for  approximately  L3 
percent  of  total  employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  importance  of  these 
loggers  and  small  mills  for  individual  States.

In  1947,  Logging  Camps 
and  Contractors  (Industry  2411)  were  not  included  in  the  Census;  in  addition,  only  Sawmills  and  Planing  Mills  (Industry  2421)  that  produced  more 
than  200,000  board  feet  of  lumber  were  included.  In  1954,  on  the  other  hand,  all  such  loggers  and  sawmills  were  included  in  the  Census.  It  is 
estimated  that,  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  all  loggers  plus  those  mills  producing  less  than  200,000  board  feet  account  for  approximately  13 
percent  of  total  employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  in  1954.

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954-  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  194-7  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  Is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954-  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expend! tures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  f or  -aetropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  f or  -Metropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  Industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954- ,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954-  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954-  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used. )  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  metropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States.

1954-  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

SUMMARY  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  STATE,    ITS  STANDARD 
METROPOLITAN  AREAS,   AND  COUNTIES 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954-  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  194-7  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954. 

All  1954-  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  In  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  ,new  structures  and 
additions  (including major alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which, though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
aavance  state  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  metropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  Issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
Bummary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

1In  addition  to  the  employment  and  payroll  totals  shown  in  the  table  for  operating  manufacturing  establishments,  manufacturing  concerns  often 
reported  separately  for  central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units  (e.g.,  storage  warehouses,  power  plants,  research  laboratories,  garages,  and 
repair  shops)  which  serve  the  manufacturing  establishments  of  a  company,  rather  than  the  general  public.  Separate  reports  of  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  obtained  if  at  a  different  general  location  from  the  establishment  served  or  if  they  service  more  than  one  manufacturing  establishment.

31954  Census  totals  for  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  are  not  strictly  comparable  with  1947  data.  In  1947,  Logging  Camps  and 
Contractors  (Industry  2411)  were  not  included  in  the  Census;  in  addition,  only  Sawmills  and  Planing  Mills  (Industry  2421)  that  produced  more  than 
200,000  board  feet  of  lumber  were  included.  In  1954,  on  the  other  hand,  all  such  loggers  and  sawmills  were  included  in  the  Census.  It  is  estimated 
that,  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole',  all  loggers  plus  those  mills  producing  less  than  200,000  board  feet  account  for  approximately  13  percent  of 
total  employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  importance  of  these  loggers  and 
small  mills  for  individual  States.

SUMMARY  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  STATE,    ITS  STANDARD 
METROPOLITAN  AREAS,    AND  COUNTIES 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  1947  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

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2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  In  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  -netropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States.

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States 
since  1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail, 
and  Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii. 
Separate  Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In  addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS. — "Establishments."  A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally 
defined  as  a  single  physical  location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a 
factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each  report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical 
location  where  the  industrial  activity  is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a 
summary  of  reports  for  individual  "establishments,"  rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is 
not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business  concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more 
establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from  organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or 
divisions  within  an  establishment. 

"All  employees,  number."  This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force- 
account  construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
The  1954  figures  are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended 
nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average 
employment  derived  from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the 
mid-month  employment  of  12  months  was  used. 

"Payroll."  Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  group 
insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

"Value  added  by  manufacture."  This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of 
materials,  etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic 
area.  It  avoids,  therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use 
of  products  of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others..  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  avail- 
able for  comparing  the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geo- 
graphic areas.  "Value  of  shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all 
products  made  in  the  manufacturing  establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for 
repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations  of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it 
excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in  the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc,," 
used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials,  supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract 
work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in  the  same  condition. 

"Capital  expenditures,  new."  This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufac- 
turing plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equip- 
ment; and  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded 
from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired 
from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS.— "Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and 
social  units  with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city 
(50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England) 
consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized 
counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in  character,  contribute 
significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal 
Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.  Because  New  England 
standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these  advance  State  reports 
(tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  Census  "State  Economic  Areas,"  which  are 
whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these  States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PR0GRAM.—Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the 
District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release  during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956. 
More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the  final  State  Census  Bulletins  MC-101 
through  MC-149  Series,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late  this  year  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance  reports  are  now 
being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final  industry 
bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division' and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  -Metropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States.

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954-  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  194-7  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basiSj  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  f or  «etropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States . 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-L49,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

SUMMARY  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  STATE,  ITS  STANDARD 
METROPOLITAN  AREAS,  AND  COUNTIES 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  1947  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954. 

All  1954  figures  in  this  report  are  preliminary  and,  therefore,  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  State  bulletin.  In  some  instances,  detail  figures  have  been  withheld  in  order  to  (a) 
avoid  disclosing  figures  for  individual  companies,  or  (b)  permit  additional  checking  of  data  for 
the  smaller  counties  and  industry  groups.  Additional  publishable  detail  will  appear  in  the  final 
bulletin  for  this  State.  The  1947  figures  occasionally  reflect  minor  revisions  of  previously 
published  1947  Census  totals.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  1947,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which, though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for -Metropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufac turing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

In  1947,  Logging  Camps  and 
Contractors  (industry  2411)  were  not  included  in  the  Census;  in  addition,  only  Sawmills  and  Planing  Mills  (Industry  2421)  that  produced  more  than 
200,000  board  feet  of  lumber  were  included.  In  1954,  on  the  other  hand,  all  such  loggers  and  sawmills  were  included  in  the  Census.  It  is  estimated 
that,  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  all  loggers  plus  those  mills  producing  less  than  200,000  board  feet  account  for  approximately  13  percent  of 
total  employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  importance  of  these  loggers  and 
small  mills  for  individual  States.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (wholesale,  Retail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  194-7,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, group  insurance, union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city-and-town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for -aetropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  In  these 
States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from  the  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on  all 
manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above,  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  (if  any),  and  its 
counties.  Included  are  1954-  data  on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  distributed  by 
employment  size;  number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufacture;  and  new  capital 
expenditures.  These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more  important  major  industry  groups 
within  manufacturing  for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metropolitan  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).  Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown 
for  1947  (when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken) .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
payroll,  value  added,  and  expenditures  figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  between  1947  and  1954.

2  1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  1954-  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  twenty-sixth  such  census  of  the  United  States  since 
1809.  For  1954- ,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Re.tail,  and 
Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii..  Separate 
Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation 
provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1958.  In 
addition,  the  law  authorizes  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments . — A  manufacturing  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single  physical 
location  where  industrial  operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
report  in  the  Census  is  tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  where  the  industrial  activity 
is  performed.  Census  of  Manufactures  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments," rather  than  "companies."  An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business 
concern  or  firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  sub-units,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establishment. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  Includes  all  production  and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1954  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from  12 
mid-month  pay  periods  is  used.)  For  194-7,  an  average  based  on  the  mid-month  employment  of  12  months 
was  used. 

Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
etc.,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  each  geographic  area.  It  avoids, 
therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas.  "Value  of 
shipments"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  the  shipments  of  all  products  made  in  the  manufacturing 
establishment,  together  with  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work,  sales  of  scrap,  installations 
of  own  products,  and  receipts  for  contract  work;  it  excludes  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition.  "Cost  of  materials,  etc.,"  used  in  this  calculation  includes  cost  of  materials, 
supplies,  fuel,  electric  energy,  and  contract  work;  it  excludes  cost  of  products  bought  and  resold  in 
th^  same  condition. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  includes:  expenditures  for  new  structures  and 
additions  (including  major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the  manufacturing 
plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from  the  new 
expenditures  total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large  volume 
of  daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.  These 
areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Because  New  England  standard  metropolitan  areas  are  defined  on  a  city -and -town  basis,  these 
advance  State  reports  (tabulated  on  a  county  basis  only)  present  data  for  metropolitan  "State  economic 
areas,"  which  are  whole-county  "equivalents"  to  the  defined  standard  metropolitan  areas,  in  these 
States. 

1954  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  being  scheduled  for  release 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1956.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  State  will  appear  in  the 
final  State  Bulletins,  Series  MC-101  through  MC-149,  which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  late 
this  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  Similar  advance 
reports  are  now  being  issued  for  each  of  about  400  manufacturing  industries,  to  be  followed  by  final 
industry  bulletins.  A  summary  of  preliminary  United  States  totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
summary  totals  for  each  geographic  division  and  State  will  also  be  issued  in  the  next  few  months.

1In  addition  to  the  employment  and  payroll  totals  shown  in  the  table  for  operating  manufacturing  establishments,  manufacturing  concerns  often  re- 
ported separately  for  central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units  (e.g.,  storage  warehouses,  power  plants,  research  Laboratories,  garages,  and 
repair  shops)  which  serve  the  manufacturing  establishments  of  a  company,  rather  than  the  general  public.  Separate  reports  of  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  obtained  if  at  a  different  general  location  from  the  establishment  served  or  if  they  service  more  than  one  manufacturing  establish- 
ment. In  1954,  such  central  administrative  offices  and  auxiliary  units  of  manufacturers  in  the  State  of  Wyoming  reported  20  to  50  employees  with  a 
total  payroll  of  less  than  $250  thousand.  Comparable  data  for  1947  are  not  available. 

2The  1954-  figures  include  establishments  engaged  in  the  processing  and  distribution  of  fluid  m-nv  and  cream.  For  1947,  this  type  of  establishment 
was  not  classified  as  manufacturing  and,  therefore,  was  not  included  in  the  Census  figures.  These  plants  account  for  approximately  8  percent  of 
employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  20,  "Food  and  Kindred  Products,"  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  im- 
portance of  these  establishments  for  individual  States. 

31954  Census  totals  for  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  are  not  strictly  comparable  with  1947  data.  In  1947,  Logging  Camps 
and  Contractors  (Industry  2411)  were  not  included  in  the  Census;  in  addition,  only  Sawmills  and  Planing  Mills  (Industry  2421)  that  produced  more  than 
200,000  board  feet  of  lumber  were  included.  In  1954,  on  the  other  hand,  all  such  loggers  and  sawmills  were  included  in  the  Census.  It  is  estimated 
that,  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  all  loggers  plus  those  mills  producing  less  than  200,000  board  feet  account  for  approximately  13  percent  of 
total  employment  in  Major  Industry  Group  24,  "Lumber  and  Wood  Products,"  in  1954.  No  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  importance  of  these  loggers  and 
small  mills  for  individual  States.
